Presence of the Mediterranean Fleet in Turkish Waters 


Settled All Doubts in the Sultan's Mind ' 


as to the Outcome. 


Constantinople, Aug. Ifi.—The set- 


tlement of the dispute between the 
United States nnd Turkey includes 
not only an agreement on the part of 
the porte to extend to American 
schools In Turkey thu samu treatment 
as that accorded to schools under thu 
protection of other powers, but also 
covers all other matters In dispute be- 
tween thu two countries. As a conse- 
quence,'Minister Lolshnmn has. tele- 
graphed to Hear Admiral- Jewell, In 
command of the United States squad- 
ron sent to Smyrna, to salute thu 
bait erica and depart. 


Tho sitting council of ministers was 


a long one, nnd It was not until near 
Its closu that un agreement was 
reached. The delay In thu settlement 
IB believed to have been caused by tlio 
palace functionaries, whosu policy, In 
order to retain the sultan's favor, con- 
sists of combating the- rights and priv- 
ileges of forMgn subjects. 


Victims of Discrimination. 


Washington. Aug. Ifi.—A prominent 


official of the Department of State 
gives the following statement of tho 
ponding qnefltlons with Turkey and 
the Bteps toward their adjustment: 


"For many years the treatment of 


American educational Institutions In 
tho Ottoman ISmplru has been very 
unsatisfactory. While similar schools 
under tho direction of othur foreigners 
have boon accorded tlie regular li- 
cense or Imperial llrrnan, applications 
on behalf of the Reboots under Ameri- 
can control have passed unnoticed. 
Tho earnest efforts of tho American 
minister at Constantinople to secure 
simple equality of treatment having 
met with' evasive nnd 'dilatory''treat- 
ment, tlie President tools the matter In 
hand, nnd Feb. 2, 19(18, cabled to 
Minister I.elshmnn to ask an audience 
of the- sultan, In order to deliver to 
him n personal message from the Pres- 
ident, demanding that thu claim of our 
colleges and schools to equal treaty 
rights would bo promptly recognized. 


Sultan Delays Action. 


"It was not until April .1 that Mr. 


I.clnhman was enabled to deliver the 
President's message In personal audi- 
ence of the sultan, who promised I'm; 
mcdjate oonsle^rntjon to ^\ie requests. 


was1 mrtdp dur- 


ing the next four months, and the 
President's message still remained un- 
answered, .notwithstanding Mr. Irish- 
man's repeated and urgent representa- 
tions. 


"In the summer of 1903 the report

OIL ON TROUBLED WAI ErtS. - 


Wind Unable to Obtain a Qrl'p on the 


Greaay Surface. 


A few gallons of oil cast upon 


stormy seas moderates their violence, 
and prevents tho waves from 'break- 
liig with force. That this Is tho case 
has long been known. ' Thcophylactes, 
the Dyzantlne historian of tho sixth 
cuntury, 
propounded 
ttie 
question, 


"Why does oil calm tho sea?" and 
answered It to tho effect that, as tho 
wind Is a subtle and dollcato thing, 
nnd oil Is adhesive and unctuous, the 
wind glides over tho surface of the 
water on which oil has boon-spread 
Hml cannot raise waves. Tho wind, in 
fact, slips over tho water without bo- 
ing able to obtain a grip. 


In tho Gulf of Mexico there Is a re- 


markable stretch of water about two 
miles long by three-quarters of a mllo 
bread, to which tho name of "oil-spot' 
has been given, because In tho worst 
of storms'the. mariner find* still water 
hero. Its character as a safe harbor 
of refuge Is said to bo due to an oily 
property ot tho mud stirred up by the 
ttorm.
